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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 1 5, 
line 26, castor oil is misspelled. On page 16, line 1, monopalmitate is misspelled. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

2. The amendment filed 2/27/08 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 1 32(a) because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: "As the anionic emulsifier, 
instead of the anionic emulsifier having formula (2), a metal salt of an aromatic sulfonic 
acid/formalin condensate may be employed," 

3. There is not even a hint in the original specification that the condensate does not 
have the composition of formula 2. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1, 5, 7, 14, 16, 19-21 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Bayer GB 1 ,529,495 or Denki Kagaku Kogyo Co. Ltd. JP-49- 
059186. 
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6. Bayer discloses polychloroprene latices in claim 1 , carboxylic acid comonomers 
in lines 12-16 of page 2, adduct of i-nonyl phenol and ethylene oxide and condensation 
product of naphthalene-beta-sulphonic acid and formaldehyde in Examples 4 and 5. 
The Japanese patent teaches polymerization of chloroprene by emulsion polymerization 
and metal oxides in claim 1 , 4 parts of polyoxyethlene alkyl phenol ether and 0.8 Na salt 
of naphthalene sulfonate and formalin condensate in Application Example land 
copolymerizable monomers in the paragraph overlapping pages 4 and 5. Applicants' 
claims are not novel. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

9. Claims 1, 3-14 and 16-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bayer GB 1 ,529,495 or Denki Kagaku Kogyo Co. Ltd., in view of 
Sauterey 5,322,886, Oba et al. 6,525,132, Bauman et al. H2092, Sunada et al. 
7,073,201, JP-2002-047377 or JP-2002-053702. 

10. The primary references have been described already. Sauterey discloses 
polychloroprene latex, an ionic surfactant and two nonionic surfactants having HLB 
values differing by three units in claim 1 and methacrylic acid in the Examples. Oba et 
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al. teach chloroprene polymer with a gel content of 3-40% in claim 1, tackifiers in claim 
3 and metal oxides and curing agents in column 5, lines 1-26. Bauman et al. recite 
polychloroprene in claim 1 and isocyanate curing agent in column 8, line 20. Sunada et 
al. reveal a two part adhesive containing a polychloroprene latex as main component 
and an isocyanate curing agent in claim 1, gel content of 5-50% in column 3, lines 22- 
25, tackifiers in column 5, lines 10-42 and metal oxides in column 7, lines 25-31 . The 
('377) patent divulges polychloroprene latex in claim 1, metal oxides in claim 2 and 
tackifiers in claim 3. Adjusting the gel content is shown in paragraph 0008 and curing 
agent in paragraph 0019. The (702) patent display polychloroprene latex in claim 1, 
tackifier in claim 3, curing agent in paragraph 0020 and adjusting the gel content in 
paragraph 0009. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made, to add the ingredients of the secondary references to 
the primary references because they are standard and customary ingredients of 
polychloroprene adhesives.
